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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Ways of amending the claims were proposed to overcome the 
references and in particular distinguish over the feature of the references in which mixed charges of monomer were 
added during the polymerization. It was proposed by the examiner to possibly amend the claims to recite that all 
monomer charges were pure charges of only 1 monomer and that polymerization was complete before adding any 
subsequent charges. Alternatively it was proposed to amend the claims to recite that the "S" block contained no 1 ,3 
butadiene and that the "B" blocks contained no vinyl aromatic and that the "S" and "B" blocks were directly attached to 
each other. .
